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Chapter 37—What to Look for in a Game 
BY HANS WAGNER 


When I began this narrative of 
baseball as I have seen and 
studied it, I had no idea that 60 
many business and professiona! 
men would be interested in what 
you might call the technique of 
the play. I have received almost 
as many requests from elderly fans 
as from amateur players and 
young professionals for my views 
on the fine points of the game. 

T will, therefore, devote my con. 
cluding articles to a sort of fina! 
examination in the hope that it 
will help bulld up young teams as 
well as give the spectators «a clear- 
er appreciation of what the bal! 
players are trying to do on the 
feild. Many of these questions aro 
taken from the examination papers 
I prepared for the boys at Carnegie 
Tech, where I waa coach. 

In previous articles have 
gested questions on the defensive 
side of baseball.

BUT DO THEY DO IT? 

That ought to be enough to give 
the baseball squads in college a 
few days’ thought. Most of the 
more experienced amateurs could 
anewer these questions. My tdea i« 
not to have them ony what is 
right, but do they do it? 

If they will check up and find 
whether the club has been paying 
attention to these things it will be 
a lot of help. A good idea is for 
the team to get together after a 
game that hes been lost--or won, 
for that matter—and review it to 
see how many important points 
they have overlooked. 

I hope this is not too technica! 
for the average fan. If he, even, 
will try to figure out the anewers 
to these questions he will be able 
to understand a lot of things on a 
ball field that always have been 
a mystery to him. Instead of 
razzing players for what may look 
like a etupid play he will apprect- 
ate the fact that perhaps it was 
a well intended play that happened 
to go wrong. A ball pisver should 
never be criticised fer doing what 
he knew to be the riaht play. For 
instance, nothing looks more stupid 
than a equeeze play that falls to

tween the sacrifice play—bunting 
to advance a runner with the 
chances of the batter being thrown 
out--and the bunt and run pley.

stead of hitting hard. In other 
words, the runner starts with the 
pitcher's swing on the bunt and 
run. On the sacrifice. he may wait 
to see that the bail is laid down. 
The answers to the firet block of 
questions are almost obvieus. The 


main thing for ah amateur team 
is to see that they are dono. 


TAKE TIME FOR SIZING TP 

All good bell clubs should play 
the waiting game at the beginning. 
It gives them @ chance to size up 
the pitcher, a chance for him to 
put himeelf in the hole if he hap- 
pens to be a little wild. 

At the same time it is a good 
policy to hit the first bell now 
and then. That upeets the pitchers. 

A man like Mathewson or Minor 
Frown, for instance, would make 
suckers out of a whole bail club 
lor they started out waiting on him 
and kept it up steadily. He would 
siap that first one right over the 
piate every time and put the bat- 
ter in the hole. To «top that a 
team naturally would have to take 
& crack at the first one often so 
as to make the pitcher change his 
mind. It werks both way, the 
result depending upon which is the 
smarter, the batter or the pitcher. 

In past articles I have frequent - 
ly referred to pitchers as being 
wonders on outguessing the bat- 
tere. A good guesser has his 
chance when a club starts ite wWailt- 
ing tacticn, If he can tell when 
they will wait and whey they 
wont he can beat them. That 
is what I mean by a good guessing 
pitcher. 

The question as to whether there 
in more straightaway hitting now 
than formerly its merely a4 matter 
of observation. Of course there 
‘s more straighteway hitting. It 
is due to the lively ball. Batters 
have much more chance of hit- 
ting that lively ball «afe than they 
have of fooling somebody with a 
bunt. As a resuit bunting is not 
nearly such a highly developed art 
as it was a few years-ago. The 
same thing can be said of base 

to whether a batter should 
bunt toward third or Gret depends 
largely upon the situation. If there 
is a runner on second. he should 
certainly bunt toward third. That 
draws the third baseman and puts 
it up to the shortstop to cover— 
not an easy job. With a man on 
first it ie optional. As a rule it 
is best to draw the first baseman 
off the bag if possible and make 
it hard to get the better. The 
second baseman would have to 
cover. Often he also goes after the 
ball and throws the whole defense 
out of kilter.

Santa Fe to Spends Millions 
in Los Angeles County 
Funds Also Set Aside for 
General Improvements 


Other Southland Points Are 
to Benefit as Well 


‘The board of directors of the 
Santa Fe Rallroad has approved 
the expenditure of approximately 
$2,600,000 for improvements and 
extensions of facilities in Les An- 
geles during 1924, most of that 
sum to be spent tn separation of 
grade crossings, according to word 
received yesterday by W. K. Bitter, 
acting genera! manager. 

This is part of $81,000,000 to be 
expended by the Santa Fe through- 
out the system during the year, as 
announced by President W. B. 
A large part of the total 
will be used in California, includ- 
ing installation of ninety-pound 
steel rails on part of the valley 
division, additional sidings, bridges 
and depot facilities. 

A total of $2,250,000 will be 
spent by the Banta Fe in Los An- 
geles county for new viaducts and 
grade separations. At a cost of 
$210,000, the railroad will erect a 


new steamer and unclaimed-freight | 


warehouse at Fourth street and 
Santa Fe avenue, the structure te 
It will build new 
tracks on First street, at Ninth and 
Redondo Junction, on Malabar 
street, and at Wingfoot siding. 


NEW TRACKS 


Five new tracks at Hobart will 
cost $105,000, while biock signals 


from Fullerton into Hobart will cost 


$90,000; new wires from Los Ange- 
les to Long Beach, $3600 to 
Redondo, $4900. New water ks 
at Hobart and Atwood will cost 
$15,000 each. A new scale will be 
put in here on Bay street at a 
cost of $2500. New ninety-pound 
steel is to be laid on the lines Into 
the city at a cost of $37,600, while 
$23,000 will be epent for that pur- 
pose in the Redondo district. An 
electric crossing gate will be put in 
at Santa Fe avenue and Butte 
street at a cost of $1500.

DUNLAP IS 
IDENTIFIED 
BY BANKER 


Picture Declared That of 


Bandit Who Held Up 
Bank on West Adams 


The lone bandit who held up 
eight persons in the West Adams 
State Bank, West Adame and Thir- 
tieth avenue, the night of Decem- 
ber 1, 1923, was positively identj- 
fied yesterday as being Harry J. 
Dunlap, notorious badge bandit, by 
H. M. Buchanan, vice-president 
and cashier. 

“There can be no doubt about 
Dunlap being the man.” Buchanan 
told deputy sheriffs after secing the 
badge bandit’s picture. “During 
the four or five minutes that he 
was in the benk he worked with 
great coolness. When he ad- 
dressed any of us he kept his lips 
Closely drawn over his teeth, so as 
to hide the gold.” 

Buchanan's description of the 
bank robber as well as that of five 
other employees and three custo- 
mere who were in the bank at the 
time tallies almest exactly with 
thet of Dunlap, with the exception 
of the gold teeth. These he care- 
fully kept from displaying. 

As far as known, thie is the first 
time Dunlap has digressed from 
hie ueual custom during his activi- 
ties in Les Angeles of rebbing au- 
tomobile parties and attacking 
women. .

LIQUOR EXHIBIT 
PUZZLES COURT 


Nobody Tastes, So It Goes 
Back Into Valise 
Photographer of Pasadena 
Says Wife Drinks 


Mrs. Wood Gets Temporary 
Alimony and Girl 


A perplexing question of what to 
do with several exhibits of alleged 
liquor arose in Juvenile Court yes- 
terday at the hearing over the 
custody of 10-year-old Marguerite 
Templeton Wood, daughter of 
Templeton W. Wood, photographer 
of Pasadena, and Matilda Evelyn 
Wood, 

Wood, who brought suit for di- 
voree against his wife last Tuesday, 
sought to have the child given into 
his care on the charge that his wife 
was an unfit person. After Iis- 
tening to testimony, however, Judge 
Archbald turned the girl over to 
her mother pending action on the 
divorce suit and also awarded Mrs. 
Wood temporary alimony of $500 
a month. 

Wood presented witnesses whose 
testimony tended to support the al- 
legations contsined in his com- 
plaint for divorce that Mrs. Wood 
was addicted to the use of intoxi- 
cating liquor. 

A large demijohn of what was 
ealid to be wine and a flask con- 
taining a emall portion of what 
was alleged to be a more potent 
liquid were placed before the 
court by Wood's attorney. No law- 
yer or court attache was included 
to taste the substances, ajthough 
Wood's attorney said, after 
holding the emalier bottle before 
his nose for a moment, that he be- 
lewed the liquid “would kill a 
mule.” 

STUFF NOT ADMITTED 

The defense objected to the stuff 
being admitted as evidence on the 
ground that no proper foundation 
had been lald. Judge Archbald 
sustained the objection and the 
problem of what to do with the ex- 
hibits then arose. 

Wood's attorney was nonplussed. 

“Well. what are you going to do 
with it?” asked Milton Cohen, 
counsel for Mra. Woods. “I'm sure 
we dun't want the stuff.” 

Wood's attorney answered with a 
amile which seemed to indicate he 
was as puzzied as anyone. . 

The court smiled and so did the 
bailiff.

IRELAND PRAISED BY PRIEST 


Australian Pastor on World Trip Tells of Good 
American Capital Will Do Free State 


American capital, now being tnvested in Ireland, will do much 
to stabilize conditions tn that country, in the opinion of Father Michael 
O'Kelly of Sydney, Australia, who arrived in Los Angeles yesterday and 


is a guest at the Alexandria. 


Yather O'Kelly is accompanied 
by Fathers O'Gorman and Con- 
sidine, the three now Deing on the 
last lap of a journey sround the 
world, started last February. 

“We spent several months in 
Ireland.” said the Australian 
churchman, “and had a g00d 
chance to observe the situation 
there. The country now is quiet 
and the Irish seem to be well sat- 
isfied with their newly establishod 
form of government under which 
they enjoy practical independence. 
We were particularly impressed 
with the able and energetic man- 
ner in which. the comparatively 
young and inexperienced men con- 
ducting Irish affairs have gone 
about the business of organizing 
their government. 

“Among the American inventors, 
Henry Ford is especially conspicu- 
ous. He is now opefating a large 
plant at Cork, employing about 
1000 men and turning out cars to 
capacity. Several other American 
investors, also, are interested in 
Irish, industries, and it looks as if 
Ireland now is on the eve of a great 
era of development.” 


The Australians traveled to Eu- 
rope by way of the Suez Canal and 
thelr itinerary included Paris, 
Rome, Geneva, London and a num- 
ber of cities in Spain. 

“I belheve the city of Lourdes in 
Southwestern France impressed us 
more than any other place on the 
entire tour,” said Father O'Kelly. 
“As you know, this is the place 
where the famous healing spring is 
located, which brings some 600,000 
pilgrims to Lourdes every year.” 

The healing properties of the 
spring at Lourdes were frst dis- 
covered oy a peasant girl, Berna- 
dette Soutirous, in 186%. This girl 
claimed to have seen a vision of 
the Virgin Mary in the grotto from 
which the sp flows. Shortly 
thereafter it ecameé known 
through the statements of this 
young woman that the waters of 
the spring possessed healing pow- 
ers, the ailing flocked there by the 
thousand and many milraculous 
cures were reported. A statue of 
the Virgin has been placed on a 
rock above the grotto whose walls 
are covered with crutches and oth- 
er votive offerings left there by
